Centre York. Compared with them

ances. If you meet “Glen” alone in 
the corridor, you may be sure that 
“fom"’ is just around the corner, 


and if you see “Tom” scuttling ra- 
pidly along it is a safe guess that 
he is looking for ‘‘Glen.”

Totem Poles of the Siwash. 

“On a recent expedition to Alaska,” 
says a writer in The Strand, “we 
stopped at Alert Bay, an old Indian 
village on Vancouver Island, and 1 
had an excellemt opportunity of 
photographing the most complete col- 
lection of totem poles to be found 


| anywhere on the Pacific coast. 


“They represent the family herald- 
ies of the Siwash or Coast 
and every house has its own totem 
pole, consisting of figures of birds and 
animals rudely carved in wood and 
quaintly colored. The top figure re- 
presents the crest of the owner of the 
house, the one beneath it that of his 
wife, and the remaining ones that of 
his wife’s relatives. 

“As a rule there are only three cor 
four figures carved on a totem, and 
only the totems of the greatest chiefs 
have six figures carved on them. 
This custom seems to have originated 
in the transmigratory idea of the 


souls of men passing into the forms | 


of birds and animals, and is interest- 
ing as showing that the Indians had 
faint idea of a supernatural 
power. It will be remembered that 
Longfellow in his ‘Hiawatha’ refers 


A Change Over.” 


It is many years since there exist- 
ed a Federal Government whose ma- 
jority in the House of Commons wis 
so small that its existence was in 
danger when the division bells rang;
